Pioneer Pissed to His Kewaid.

to look upon, profitable to possess, and 
pleasant to dwell in. 
This good old 


man, whom everybody who knew him 
loved, died al hi? home tt mile west of 
Uraiigeville, lute Saturday afternoon, 
June 17lh, 1905, ut the rip? old ace of 
SO years, 3 months and 11 days. 
Sev- 


eral weeks ago he was taken ill and af- 
ter the first attack he was unable to leave 
his room, and unable to lie down. 
A 


large circle of family and friends gave 
him every care until the last. 


Sir. Chambers was the sou of Thom- 


as and Sarah Eldridge Chambers, aud 
was born at Newport, Rhode Island, 
March 6, 1825. 
He was one of a 


family of ten children, viz.: William, 
Kdwin, Dennis, John, Thomas, Mar.v, 
Sarah, Kate, Anna and Harriett, all of 
wnoni grew to manhood and woman- 
hood, and of these there are still liv- 
ing three sisters—Sirs. Sarah Bryer 
and Mra. Harriett Gomes, of Newport, 
Rhode Island, and Mrs. Mary Strick- 
land, of Oakland, California. 
The 


members of the family were noted for 
longevity, and the mother of tbe fami- 
ly, Sarah Eldridge Chambers, lived to 
the age of 97 years, and her deatli oc- 
curred in May, 189U, while tbe father, 
Mr. Thomas Chambers, died January 
10th, 1845. The uuithur lived all her 
married life, 82 years, in one house, iu 
which she died. 


John Chambers aud Mary B. Mc- 


Gregor were married 
iu Newport, 


Rhode 
Island, January 7th, 1854. 


They were among the thousands who 
followed the "Star of Empire" and 
landed from an ocean steamer at San 
Francisco, Cal., Oct. 30th, 1859, and 
then went to Napu City, and from 
there to the mines on trie American 
River, in Placer county, where they 
engaged In mining for a number of 
years. 
On January 18th, 1870, they 


moved from Placer County to Tulare 
county, and settled 
in Grangeville 


country. 
There were born to them 


three children—Mrs. Mary B. Hacked, 
at Newport, R. I., and Mrs. Sarali E. 
Railsbuck, at Napa, California, botli of 
whom reside now near Grangeville, 
and a son, Archibald Chambers, wbo 
was born in Placer county, but who 
died iu youth. 


Mra. Chambers, who for over fifty 


years of constant companionship witli 
the one who has uow gone to hi* re- 
ward, is left to mourn the loss of this 
iiud husband and father.

Washington, June 30.—Charging him 


with changing his position over night 
"for mere lucre" and with being in- 
fluenced "solely by 
personal advan- 


tage," Secretary Taft. in his confer- 
ence in New York on June 111 with John 
F. Wallace, chief 
engineer of the. 


Panama canal, after administering a 
severe rebuke to him, requested his 
resignation on tbe ground that "pub- 
lic interest requires that you tender 
your resignation at this moment and 
turn over the records of your office to 
tbe chairman of the commission," 


This fact is disci is»d.in an official 


statement issued from the office of the. 
secretary of. war last night which re- 
views tbe relations of Wallace with th» 
war department and the commission 
since the latter body'* reorganization 
bast spring, quoting the several expres- 
sions of the chief engineer of his satis- 
faction with the entire" arrangement, 
and then gives practically a verbatim 
account of the conference between Taft 
and Wallace in New York which con- 
cluded with the submission to Secre- 
tary Taft of Wallace's resignation. 


The statement Issued last night con- 


cludes with the president's letter to 
Wallace, dated Cambridge, Mass.. June 
28, which reads: 


"Your resignation as member and 


chief engineer of the isthmian canai 
commission, tendered 
in accordunc i 


with the request of Secretary 
Taft, 


which request, 
under 
tlie circum- 


stances, has my entire approval, is 
hereby accepted, to take effect Imme- 
diately." 


The statement shows that Wallace 


made no complaint against any of his 
associates.

When he told Taft that he desired to 
accept tbe offer which had been ten- 
dered to him, Tnft expressed to Wal- 
lace his feeling in the mutter.

The character and life of John Pan 


Jones are less well known. Inn not IBS 
Interesting than those of Hamilton 
The son of a Scottish peasant, he hat 
onlv such indifferent educational train 
hi)/ as he could receive in a villsgi 
school, and that ended when lie iva 
only twelve years of age. 
After Ilia 


his'llfe for some fourteen years wai 
spent upon the sea in the English mer 
cantile marine, in which service he 
passed through all the (trades of oflice 
from cabin boy lo captain. 
During 


these fourteen years he visited many 
foreign countries and was a diligen 
and intelligent scholar not only In the 
in..Item especially pertaining to his 
chosen occupation, but In 
linguistic 


and literary lines as well. 
He ac- 


quired an excellent knowledge of Ihe 
Flench and Spanish languages., and 
we perfectly able to write and con- 
verse fluently in both. 


Leaving the sea at the ape of twenty- 


Rix, he became a resident and citizen ol 
Virginia, succeeding to the plantation 
and to the adopted name of his brother 
William Paul Jones, Ihe estate having 
beeu bequeathed to him ou that condi- 
tion. Here he became a warmly inter- 
ested student of American affairs, and 
soon acquired a remarkable knowledge 
of the principles involved and the best 
measures to take in a defensive and of- 
fensive war upon the sea. 
Although 


his training aud experience had been 
exclusively in the mercantile marine, 


• he somehow acquired great skill in 


naval matters, not only as to the con- 
struction of vessels of war, the number 
aud size of the guns they should carry, 
the discipline and training of officers 
and men, but In planning, aud advis- 
ing naval operations. 


In inspecting, and selecting and out- 


fitting the vessels firsl purchased by 
Ihe Continental Congress for naval uses 
he rendered very effective and valuable 
services to the country, services which 
probably could not have been obtained 
from anyone else, and which should 
have beeu at once recognized aud re- 
warded by a commission to a captaincy 
in the American Navy. 
But through 


congressional iiillueiice in favor of olh- 
ers he received only aiieuleuancy. 
In 


spite of the disappointment ne must 
have felt, he did uol complain, bul 
cheerfully performed his duly in that 
humble capacity, until circumstances 
showed his eminent fitness for acliial 
command, and he was soon promoted. 
His short but glorious career iu our 
navy is so well known as uot to need 
repetition here. Hlscharaeteraud dis- 
position are lees fauiilar. 
Although 


he actually resided in the country only- 
four or five years, there were few citi- 
zens who had a better idea of and a 
warmer regard for individual and na- 
tional liberty. His writings upon those, 
aud indeed upon ill matters which in- 
terested him, show a keen aud brilliant 
intellect aud a warm heart. 


He was about five'feet, six inches iu 


height, slender iu figure, with sotiie- 
TvVat irregular features, but .with very 
bright keen eyes, which ordinarily 
seemed a bluish gray, lu moments of 
excitement became almost black. He 
was quick and impulsive iu his move- 
ments and somewhat eo iu his speech, 
"but was always courteous withal. Ab- 
solule control of his officers and men he 
would have al sea, but never by means 
of violence or bullying couduct. 
He 


abolished the use of (he cat on hlssblps 
although it was constantly In use In 
the naviea 'of the day. 
Those under 


him worshipped him aud obeyed his 
slightest intimation with eagerness. H« 
dearly loved figMing of all sorts al- 
though uot at all oi a quarrelsome dis- 
position. It IB a little singular that he 
never happened to engaged iu aduel,al- 
though he was ready for it when it 
teemed unavoidable. 
Early In his 


career in this country, happening to 
overhear a lieutenant in the British 
Navy speak contempluously of the vir- 
tue of American girls, Jones promptly 
knocked him down, and then prepared 
himFelf calmly for the challenge to 
fight which he had no doubt would 
come. The duel did not take place be- 
cause the officer sent no challenge and 
left theitown next day. It is needless 
to say that Jones was highly esteemed 
by American girls, not only ou account 
of this gallant conduct in behalf of their 
good name, but for his own bright and 
agreeable talent in conversation, his at- 
tractive appearance and his sailor-like 
frank admiration for them. 


After the misconduct of Landais, the 


French captain of the "Alliance" Joues 
challeuged him to light, but the French 
oflicer lied. 
Jones was perhaps lond of admiration 


and courttd the society of the great, 
both In tills country aud in France, 
but be was not vain and he never 
boasted of what he had done or expect- 
ed to do. As an accomplished speak- 
er of France aud an American officer 
he was naturally thrown into associa- 
tion with men and women of high sta- 
tion in both countries, and there were 
very few who could or did appear to 
better ad vantage. In fact he was jutt- 
ly renowned for Ihe brilliancy and 
good sense of his conversation. 


He was thoroughly generous lu his 


disposition, spending bis own money 
freely for the wages of his men and In 
other ways for the good of the Ameri- 
can nation, without complaint and 
without pestering the Congress for re- 
Inbursement. 
In fact he never was 


repaid the moneys so spent by him, 
aud the appropriation of $50,000, which 
w»« made by the Congress to reim- 
burse his advancements, 
wan only 


made in time to benefit his heirs. 


His death came in Paris in Jtily,1792, 


at the age of forty-live, right in the 
mldbt of the terrible French Revolu- 
tion. He was highly respected by the 
Girondist!* and by the better elements 
of (lie revolutionists, and his advice 
wan frequently sought by them and he 
gave it freely and frankly, deprecating 
all 
violence and extremely radical 


measures.

At a lime wb«u UMV»| officer* ire 


looking forward to ye*™ when till* 
Government shall uialutalu seventy 
tnttle«hlp»«ud the proper number of 
cruiwrs, torpedo boats, aud other aux 
lliary craft li l» lustructive mid inter 
eBling to go tack tu uur uaval beglu- 
uiugtf ttud uiakt odious comparisons. 
The Urst rules aud regulations were 
framed by tbe Continental Congress iu 
the fall of 1775 and were adopted on 
Nov. -'3 of ttiHC y««r. Tb«y make uot 
tiuite l«u prluted pages, aud ant of a 
Simplicity aud direciuesa little short of 
amazing wh*u compared with tbe vol- 
uuiinoui aud complex Instructions cou- 
taiued iu the present "Regulations for 
the Government of tbe Navy of tut; 
Uulted States." 
The last publUbed 


regulation* cover 517 closely prluted 
pages providing for every sort of eiuer> 
geucy. 
It was required Iu the beginning of 


commanders of all sbips aud vessels be- 
loiiglug to the tbirteeu uuited colonies 
"to she w i n themselves a good exam- 
ple of bouor aud virtue to tbeir olUcers 
aud men," and they were particularly 
unjoined to lake care that divine ser- 
vice be performed twice a day ou 
board ship, aud a (sermon preacbed 
ou Sundays, "uuleas bad weather or 
other extraordinary accidents prevent 
it." Iu the present mate of a fallen 
world, we have lost mauy of tbe virtues 
of our ancestors and the old Purltau 
spirit only survives in isolated Instanc- 
es. 


The fathers did uot propose to allow 


even the sailor his worldold right to use 
"cuss words." They provided "I/auv 
shall be heard to swear, curse, or blas- 
pheme the name of Uod, tbe couiuiau- 
der is strictly tujolued to punish them 
for every ofl'ence, by causiug tb.eui to 
wear a wooden collar, or some other 
nuaiueful badge of dlstinctiuu, for HO 
long a time as he shall judge proper. 
If he be a commissioned offl'.tir, be 
shall forfeit oue shilling for each of- 
feuce, aud a warraut or iuferior ufHcer 
sixpence. He who Is guilty of druuk- 
euuess, if a seaman, shall be put iu 
irons until he is sober, but if an oflicer, 
ie shall forfeit two days' pay." 


Under tbe present regulations an 


oflicer found guilty of "profane swear- 
ing" may be sentenced to lose two 
miinbjrs, aud the enlisted men to soli- 
tary confinement in double ions, ou 
bread aud water, for thirty days, with 
full rations every fifth day. For druuk- 
euuess ou duty an officer may be dis- 
missed from the service and an enlist- 
ed man imprisoned for a year. 
For 


simple druukeuuess an officer 
may 


lose tea numbers and a seaman con- 
fined for six mouths. It le not a mat- 
ter of record that auy officer bas ever 
had to .uH'er a peualty for sweating a 
gun or /oat crew through a tight place 
with the aid of a little heated Eng- 
lish. 


Iu thi original regulations, while 


corporal puuisbmeut was allowed In 
all thena nesof tbe world, command- 
ers were restricted to twelve lashes, 
with a cat-of-uine tails, upon the back 
of ally seaman who had committed a 
fault. 
If, iu the judgment of the 


commanding officer, the oU'euce (Id- 
served greater punishment, lie was re- 
quired to apply to the i-o:uuiauder-ln- 
chief of the navy for a court-martial. 
This privilege of whipmg oBenderd was 
carefully reslricttdaud who officers com- 
manded oy accident of the captain's ab- 
teucewere not allowed to order aud coi- 
rectitiii but imprisonment,Jiuri upon the 
captain's return were required to give 
an account of their reasons lor ordering 
this modilied punishment. 


TUB 
forecastle 
lieau 
Hrummels, 


whose dissatisfaction with tbe lit and 
general appearance of the uniforms 
provided uy the quartermaster's de- 
partment lias resulted in the placing 
of tailors uuoard battleships, should 
compare their present lot witn that of 
the ancient mariners who pieceded 
them. 
Sailors'clothing was "slops" 


in those days, and the old regulations 
say simply, "The men shall, at their 
request, be furnished with mops that 
ure necessary, by the captain or pur- 
ser." 
An account was Kept aud the 


value of the clothing stopped out of 
the men's pay. 


Here is oue provision of the old regu- 


lation that might have been taken 
bodily from a Uilberl aud Sullivan 
opera: "All ships furnished with Hail- 
ing tackle, being iu such places where 
fish is to be bad, the captalu is to em- 
ploy some of the company iu fishing; 
the fiah to be distributed daily to sucn 
persons as are sick or upon recovery, 
provided the surgeon recommended it, 
and tbe surplus, by turm amongst the 
messes of the orncersaudseauieu, with- 
out favor or partiality aud gratia, with- 
out any deduction of their allowance 
of provisions on that account." 


VVbere the supply of pork fell short 


the capiam;was directed to order three 
pounds of beef to be Issued iu lieu of 
two pounds of pork. One day iu every 
week there was an iasue of a proportion 
of flour and suet, iu lieu of beef, for the 
seamen, aud once a year, a proportion 
of canvas for puddiug bigs, after the 
rate of oue ell for every sixteeen men." 
The captaius of ships were further in- 
structed that "if the bread proves damp 
to have it aired upon the quarter deck 
or poop, and also examine tbe flesh 
casks, aud if any of the pickle be leaked 
out to have new made and put Iu, aud 
the casks made tight and secure." So 
entertaining a spectacle as the quarter 
deck of a 
mau-of-war spread 
with 


damp bread takiug the air will never 
be witnessed again. 


The first ration ever prescribed for 


the navy was a liberal one. 
Congress 


went into the subject with great partic- 
ularity and fixed upon the quatititv 
to be consumed ou each day of the 
week. Here it is, as it was adopted: 


.Sunday—1 pound bread, I pound po- 
tatoes or turnips. 


.Monday—1 pound bread, 1 pound 


porK, l piiu peas a u j four ounces 
cheese. 


Tuesday—1 pound bread, 1 pound 


beef, 1 pound potatoes or turnips aud 
pudding. 


Wednesday—1 pound bread, 2 ounces 
butter, 4 ounces cheese and J pint of 
rir'fi

mal temperature of the month is 68.3. 
The warmest mcuth was that of 1887 
with an average of 71.8, and the cold- 
est that of 1891 with an average of 65. 
The highest temperature was 88 on the 
28th, 1892, aud the lowest was 52 on 
the6th, 1895, aud on the 1st, 1899. The 
:arllest date ou which the first killing

16th. Tbe latest date ou which last 
cilliug frost occurred iu the spring was 
May 11.1900, aud the average date is 
April 12th.
